PERDICARIS KIN ROMANTIC

Membeors of the Family Have Figured
in Many Remarksble
Adventurea,

As somo men are born to be fortunste,
#0 pome are destined to o romantia carcer,
and of sueh ¥ the Perdicarin family. Ion
Perdloaris, who, with hls stepson, Crom-
well Varley, was snatched from his besu-
ttul home by the Btraits of Gibraltar and
carried aff by the brigund Ralsoull, is the
grandson of a Greea physivian and patriot
who was killod during the struggle for In«
dependence. The orpban had left his na=
tive leand to seek a4 home with an uncle
who held a high post at the court of the
khedive, but when he landed at Alexandria
ho heard that the uncle, his only hope, had
been bowstrung, the usual mode of golng
out of oMee In Egypt In those days. The
captaln of the small Levantine coastéer In
which be had come to Egypt saw him and,
hoaring his story, with southern generosity
gava him his purse, and young Perdloaris,
from some Impulge or olher, turned his
fnco to the east ‘and sallpd to the holy
land. There he rfell under the influence of
the Amerioan Missionary soclety, who took
him to Jerusalem, where ho was taught in
thelr schools, and, fnding him & lad of
mere than usual promise, they sent him to
America, to fininh his education at the Uni-
versity of iarvard. with the view of hia
becoming a misjonary, This, howover, wis
not 10 be. The young man had no vecation
for the mindstry and in time he became 4
public lectorer.

where the primitive instincts are but lttle
curbed and passions have thelr natural
outlets. But for all that there I8 no
doabt about the respect in which he Is keld
by Christlan and Moslem: allko. And in-
deed the fact of his belng Wdnaped s a
proof of the prominence of his position,

Ho 8 & man of the world in the sense of
possessing the graces that cltigenship of tha
world confers on those who have known
many men and oliles; he {a profusely hos-
pltable and an instance s recalled of 1t
which may comeé to his mind now,

A boatload of German traders was over-

The sherief of Waean is of the lineage of
the prophet and accounted very hely not
only in Morocco, but In Algeria, Banctity
in Moslom countries i not necessarily doe
to a life of maceticinmn. The Iate sharief

Heyond this narrow
nea, viewed through & vell of misty golden
sunlight, In Epain; Fance und England
meoting to setile thelr long-standing so-
counts on land and sean, On the Jeft is the
wide curve of Trafalger hay. Tarifa's
whita, Oat-toppod houses glittar o the
right, and still further to the east Cibral.
tur's fortress mouninln sends oot a4t night-
fall the low boom of the sunset gun. Here
hy the great pathway of the natlons’ na-
vien, in sight of Engiand'n great lortreas,
Mr. Perdicaris and Mr Vurley were
draggsd from the Adinoer table, bound and
oarried off by this lawlesa bandit -Chlecage
Chrandele

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AMERICAN FLAGS IN BATTLE

Splendid Noecord of the Unlon Stand-
mard from Brandywine (o
Santingo.

Although the resolution by which the fing
became a national standard was not oM.

cially promulguted by the secrotary of
congress untll Beptember 3, 1777, it seoms
well authenticated that the regulation

Stars and Stripes was carried at the batile
of the Brandywine, fought on Beptember
11, 1777, This shows that the contract en-
lered Into by Betsy Roas must have been
carried out with great expedition, and that
the fNags had been distributed among the
line regiments of the revolutlonury army
early In September, The flag first displayed
in battle at Brandywine ereok had thirteen
siripes, alternate red and white, and aa o
unfon thirteen white stars were displayed
on & blue flold

The fing which was carried by the men
in blue and buff during the battles of the
revolution remalned unchanged untll May
1, 176, when, by a previous ast of congreass,
two additional stripes were added to the
body of the standard and two stars o the
union.

Goneral Hull at Detroft and thoss captursd
by the British at Bladensburg and Waah-
ington must all have dispinyed AOfteon
alternate red and white stripes, oy well as
the fAifteen siars in the unjon

In 1815, by an act of congress, the stripes
of the pational flug were again rcduced to
thirtean, and it was declared that the nddi-
tion of a star to the unlon should thencs-
forward represent each new state. A news-
paper of the time, still kept in the govern-
ment archives, sald: *“By this regulation
the thirtean stripes will reprosent the num-
ber of stutes whose valor and resources
originally effected American Independence,
and additional stars will mark the Inorease
of the sates since the presant constitu-
tlon." From this time on the Incroase of
stars In the constallntion which formed the
unjon was stoady, and during the war
with Mexico, In 1M6 (weniy-nine white
stars were displayed in the blus Reld.

The fage horne by the regiments af the
northern army during the four years of the
great civil war had thirty-five stars in the
union. This was the full number of states
then forming the natipnal federntion, aa the
United Btatea goveriunent had refused to
recognize the constilutional right of a
piale to pecedsa from the unlon. The reten.
ton of the stars representing the southern
statea was regntded as a sarious breach of
military etiquetis by the more pusetilious

of the confedernte landers, and the capture
of one of the federal standards was alwers
well rewnrded by the authorities at Rich-
maond,

The regimental Nags carried by the pegu-
lar and volunteer regiments during the
Bpanish war of 188 displayed forty-five
stars in the Dlue fleld of the union, ten
noew states having been added to the fadara.
tion mince the great civil struggle which so
nearly severed the reprublic, This was also
the first foarelgm war |9 which the staty
troops of the reunited countcy appes
in the field together, and It wan tha first
occaslon on which former confederats of-
ficere of high rank resumad the uniform
of the United States service, The great
garrinon flag which was holated over Banti-
ogo after the surrender of the olty by the
Spaniah commandant mearured twenty foel
in width by thirty-six feet in length, tha
forty-five white stars which formed the
unlon showing distinctly sgninst the brighe
blua of the Aeld.—Philadolphia Record,
